coln’s state, the same Lincoln 
who once said something about

time. 

1. Senator Estes Kefauver pre- 
dicted he would gain the White 
House after an uphill fight. 

2. Harold Stassen, president of 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
predicted he would become Presi- 
dent of the United States. 

3. Senator Robert <A. Taft 
agreed a Republican would be the 
next President, but said the choice 
would be Taft, not Stassen (nor 
Gen. Eisenhower). 

4. Adiai E. Stevenson, Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, repeated that he 
was interested not in a write-in 
vote for President but in being 
re-elected to the governorship. 


Stevenson Write-In. 


Nevertheless, Stevenson, like 
Ike, is bound to get a large write- 
in vote to make some sort of a 
showing against Kefauver, Taft 
and Stassen who have their names 
printed on the ballot. Stevenson, 
by the way, made a fleeting ref- 
erence to the political malady 
known as Potomac fever. 

Kefauver’s is the only name on 
the Democratic ballot in the pres- 
idential primary. Under it is 
Stevenson's, unépposed for Goy- 
ernor; On the Republican side, 
along with the names of Taft and 

‘Stassen, appears that of Riley Al- 
vin Bender, a political unknown, 
a former wrestler, ball play- 
er and now a employe in 
Chicago. 
| Jlinois will send 60 delegatés 
'to the national conventions of 
both parties, the largest number 
of any state holding a presidential 
preference primary. Fifty will 
be elected tomorrow and 10 chos- 
en later at state conventions. 

Kefauver, professing admiration 
for Stevenson personally and as a 
public official, said he was not 
interested in running on a Steven- 
son-Kefauver ticket, with Kefau- 
ver rating as No. 2 man. Kefau- 
ver said he would rather stick to 
the Senate than become a mere 
Vice President. 

Last night Kefauver flew west 
to California and Montana to do 
some further questing for dele- 
gates to the Democratic party 
convention. 

Taft, who is generally expected 
to triumph in Illinois and lose to 
Eisenhower in New Jefsey a week 
later, went home to Cincinnati 
for a brief rest. Stevenson headed 
back to Springfield. Stassen had 
the last word here with a speech 
on foreign policy. 

Kefauver On Spot. 


In flying out to Los Angeles, 
Kefauver may have been glad to 
escape from the shadow of Stev- 
enson which hung over the Ke- 
fauver campaigning. é' 

“Are you willing to run on the 
same ticket with Gov. Stevenson 
either in the first or second po- 
sition?” Kefauver was asked. 

“Let me make it clear, “‘Ke- 
fauver answered. “I’m running 
for President only. Ir not in- 
terested in any other position. 

“I admire Gov. Stevenson. He 
has fine qualities. We worked to- 
gether for years. You'll never 
hear one unkind word from me 
about Adlai Stevenson.”

TRUMAN URGES CONGRESS — 
EXTEND WARTIME POWERS 


His Emergency Rights to End When Jap- 
anese Treaty Is Effective — 60-Day 
Continuance Is Sought. 


WASHINGTON, April 7 (UP)— 
President Truman urgently re- 
quested Congress today to extend 
for at least 60 days his wartime 
emergency powers before taking 
an Easter recess, 
Some 60 wartime emergency, 
powers, includ the power to 
seize the railroads, will expire 
when the Japanese peace treaty 
becomes effective. The Senate 
has approved the treaty, but Tru- 
man has not yet issued a procla- 
mation of ratification. 


The President previously re- 
quested a long-term extension of 
the emergency powers, but today 
he asked the Congress to enact 
a 60-day exterision before start- 
ing its recess late this week. 


In letters to Vice President 
Alben W. Barkley and Speaker 
Sam Rayburn, the President 
pointed out that, unless extended, 
his emergency. powers will end 
when the state of war with Japan 
is terminated formally. 


Lack of an extension, the Presi- 
dent said, would have “very seri- 
ous consequences for the national 
security.”

for Truman to sign the treaty 
document: to put the peace treaty

The President reminded Con- 
gress that among the powers 
which would expire when the war

However; Russell L. Davis, busi- 
ness representative of District 9 
of the machinists’ union, insisted 
it was not a jurisdictional strike 
and that “our dispute is with

Pickets were stationed on the 
Broadway and Seventh street sides 


of the brewery. Other employes— 
about 6000 in all—remained at 
work. Shifts were scheduled to 
change at 3:45 p.m. 

Davis said his union’s contract, 
which expired last Jan. 1, had had 
a clause since 1948 which pre- 
scribed that machinists be given 
certain work, and that this pro- 
vision was approved by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board. In 
current negotiations, Davis: said, 
the company has insisted on elim- 
ination of this clause on the 
ground it was opposed by the 
AFL Building Trades Council. 

Joseph C, Payne, secretary of 
the Building Trades Council, said 
about 400 members of eight build- 
ing trades unions would disregard 
the machinists’ picket line. Rob- 
ert F. Lewis, persident of the 
CIO Brewery Workers’ Union, 
which has about 4000 members in 
the plant, said no decision had 
been made on observance of the 
picket line. 

August A, Busch, brewery presi- 
dent, said that under the clause 
in question the brewery had been 
forced to dictate which unions 
were to perform specific work in 
outside organizations that do con- 
tract work for Anheuser-Busch.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska, April 7 
(AP)—An Air Force plane evacu- 
ated three Navy men yesterday 
from a floating ice island 120 
miles from the North Pole after 
their own plan became disabled 


in an attempt to reach the pole 


itself. 


The pick-up plane was piloted 
by Capt. Lewis Erhart of the 
famed 10th Rescue Squadron. 
The floating polar outpost was 
originally established March 19 
by three Air Force men for 
weather and scientific studies 
and observation. Since the three 
went there, they have been joined 
by five other men. 
| Arrival of the 12 on the Navy 
P2V increased the weekend pop- 
ulation to 20 men and a dog—a 
record for the island. 

The disabled Navy plane, one 
of two on the polar mission, was 
crippled in an attempt to take off 
from the‘ice island. The second 
plane, piloted by Lt. Comdr, C. P. 
Kephart of Bremerton, Wash., 
took off successfully in the di- 
rection of the pole and later 
landed at a Greenland base, 
There was no indication whether 
the ski-equipped craft was able 
to land or touch on the polar ice, 
as planed. 

Kephart plans to return to the 
ice island to pick up the rest of 
the stranded Navy crew. He had

REPORTS RUSSIA : 
CUTS OFF POWER | 
WHEN ‘VOICE’ IS ON 


NEW ORLEANS, April 7 (UP) 
—The Soviet Government has or- 
dered electric current cut off in 
Soviet and satellite rural areas 
during peak broadcasting hours of 
the Voice of America, a State De- 
partment official said today.

WASHINGTON, April 7 (AP)}— 
The Government today froze all 
shipments of steel for civilian 
goods because of the threatened 
strike Wednesday. 

The action, designed to con- 
serve finished steel for defense 
production, cut off the flow of 
steel from mills to automobile 
makers, other consumer goods 
manufacturers and exporters. 

The order from the National 
Production Administration ap- 
plies also to steel retailers, or 
“warehouses,” but does not af- 
fect shipménts actually in transit 
to users.

Fleischmann, in his statement 
calling the freeze a precautionary 
measure, said:

WASHINGTON, April 7 (UP 
The nation faces one of the worst 
flood threats in more than 70 
years, the Red Cross said today. 

Max W. Rote Jr., assistan di- 
rector of the Red Cross disaster 
service, said the weather will de- 


termine whether many disastrous 
floods develop, “but the threat is 
there.” Unprecedented mountain 
snow packs have created the sit- 
uation, the Red Cross said. 

“If the days are warm with 
freezing nights, the run-off should 
be gradual,” Rote said. “However, 
if there are continued warm 

spells, day and night, or if heavy 
sustained rains occur, major floods 
will undoubtedly develop.” 

The threatened areas include 
central California, New Englana, 
the region around Lake Erie and 
Lake Huron, the Missouri River 
basin, the Rio Grande River re- 
gion and Utah. In all but the lake 
region, the threat stems from huge 
mountain snow packs. 

The Red Cross said the region 
already hit by serious floods is the 
Missouri River basin.

The Weather Bureau predicted 
temperatures in the Dakotas 
would reach the 70s today—which 
could quickly convert remaining 
snow and ice into more run-off 
water for the Missouri. In addi- 
tion, rain or snow was forecast 
for the Dakotas tonight. 

In Montana, sandbag crews 
battled the swelling Milk river 
which, according to Army engi- 
neers’ estimates, has flooded at 
least 125,000 acres of farmland. 
The river was out of its banks 
from Glacier National Park to 
the Missouri river. It has caused 
damage estimated to run into mil- 
lions of dollars.

WASHINGTON, April 7 (UP)— 
The Army today awarded the 
Medal of Honor to First Lt. Lloyd 
L. Burke of Stuttgart, Ark., who 


single-handedly killed 100 enemy 
troops near Chong-dong, Korea, 
last Oct. 28 


Burke, 27 years old, one of the 
greatest combat heroes of the Ko- 
rean war, had previously received 
the Distinguished Service Cross, 
the Bronze Star and Purple Heart 
with two Oak Leaf Clusters for 
action in Korea. | 

He is the forty-fourth Army 
man to be selected for the na- 
tion's highest decoration for 
bravery in the Korean war. The 
Marines have awarded 12 Medals 
of Honor and the Navy and Air 
Force each one, 

Burke, a member of the First 
Cavalry Division, led a 35-man 
striking force against an enemy 
unit of 300 men in an effort to 
take a strategic hill. 

Eyewitness Account. 

Sgt. First Class Arthur L. 
Foster, Columbus, O., who won 
the Silver Star for his part in 
the action, gave an eyewitness ac- 
count of Burke's feat. 

Foster said the men were 
pinned down by mortar and small 
arms fire and were reluctant to 
attack uhtil Burke voluntarily 
entered the battle, organized the 
men and Jed them against the 
enemy. 

About 35 men followed Burke 
along a shallow trench against 
three enemy bunkers; passing 


grenades hand-to-hand to the 
front of the trench, Foster said. 
Burke threw about two cases of 
grenades himself, Foster said. 
Burke next left the cover of 
the trench with an armful of 
grenades and threw them at the 
enemy from an exposed n, 
Foster said. Then Burke returned 
and got a light machine gun and 
three boxes of ammunition and 
went back to his exposed position 
and blazed away at the enemy. 
Foster said he joined Burke in 
the open position and saw enemy 
dead all around.

RETURN OF SEIZED 


HOLDINGS N KOREA 


Nation Also Will Seek 
Payment for Any Prop- 
erty Damage as Result 
of War.

TOKYO, April 7 dapan is de- 
manding the return of its pre- 
surrender holdings in Korea—the 
fruit of 40 years of calculated ex- 
ploitation— and also wants pay- 
ment for any property damage or 
destruction as a result of the Ko- 
rean war. 


This disclosure was made to me 
today by You Chan Yang, Korean 
Ambassador to the United States 
and chief negotiator of the pro- 
posed Korean-Japanese peace 
treaty. It was confirmed by a Jap- 
anese Foreign Office spokesman. 


In pressing for war damages, 
the Japanese government refers 
to the Korean war as the “‘Korean 
incident.” : 


“If we granted the Japanesé 
demands, we might as well give 
them Korea,” said Yang. 


Before World War II, Japanese 

nationals and development com- 
panies owned practically every- 
thing of value in Korea including 
factories, railroads, mines and 
about 500,000 acres of the best 
farmland in the country. 
_ All Japanese property in Korea 
was confiscated by the United 
States military government and 
turned over to the Korean gov- 
ernment lock, stock and barrel. 
The bulk of Japan-owned land 
was redistributed among Korean 
farmers four years ago. 

Japanese negotiators say in one 
breath that they recognize the 
validity of the United States ac- 
tion in transferring Japanese 
holdings to Korea, but in the next 
breath they say Japan “by no 
means renounces the original 
ownership of the rightful owner.” 

“Furthermore,” 
proposal continues, “she—Japan 
—has the intention to include 
provisions concerning the respon- 
sibility for damage or destruction 
inflicted upon Japanese properties 
on the spot arising out of the Ko- 
rean incident. 

“She requests Korea to take 
necessary steps to restore the 
original state of the property, to 
pay indemnities and to make pos- 
sible the execution of rights.”

Says They Put in Half 
Hour in Six Months, 
Calls McGranery a 
‘Real Whitewasher.’ _ 


NEW YORK, April 7 (AP)— 


Newbold Morris said today that 
some people on the Federal pay- 
roll in Washington “have worked 
only a half hour in six months.” 


Morris, fired last Thursday as 
a special Assistant United States 
Attorney General assigned to 
clean up corruption, made the 
statement to the New York World- 
Telegram and Sun. 


_The front page story, head- 
lined “What I Learned in Wash- 
ington,” carried Morris’s byline, 
“as told to Staff Writer Murray 
Davis.” 

Morris said Attorney General 
J. Howard McGrath resented his 
investigat‘on “just as soon as he 
learned that I meant business,” 
,McGrath fired Morris and three 
‘hours later resigned as Attorney 
<General. 

Morris called James P. Mce- 
-Granery, nominated as Attorney 
General, “‘a real whitewasher. He 
doesn’t even pretend to be a re- 

ormer.” He quoted McGranery 

,as saying there is nothing wrong 
in the Federal Government. 
Refers to FBI Head. 

He said that neither McGran- 
ery nor J. Edgar Hoover, Federal 
Bureau of Investigation director, 
“can do what my mission was 
supposed to accomplish, even if 
— were of a mind to attempt 
— 


“Investigations will be boycot- 
ted in Washington just as long as 
Cabinet members feel free to 
ignore presidential orders,” Mor- 
ris said. 

“The whole setup in Washing- 
ton cries for investigation,” he 
said. He declared that “‘a depart- 
ment dedicated to checking up on 
governmental departments” was 
badly needed. 

“This is because the Congress 
leaders don’t want too much 
checking up,” he said. 

_ The reason, he said, is that 
“people who go into politics gen- 
‘erally are in business, And it 
isn’t Democratie or. Republican 
business. It is just plain busi- 
ness and some of it has the look 
of being monkey business.” 

Got Along ... At First. 

Morris, who was in office only 
two months, said at first he got 
along well with both the White 
‘House and McGrath. 

“And then the blow. fell,” he 
said. When McGrath “found out 
I meant business, his reaction was 
to cripple me on my appointments 
to my staff and snarl me up in 
red tape.

And the 
people of this country aren’t go- 
ing to place that honor on a silver 
platter and hand it to any man. 
He’s going to have to work for it.” 

The Truman ‘Rumor.’ 

He said he and President Tru- 
man—who has been reported as 
favoring Stevenson for the nomi- 
nation — have never discussed 
Stevenson, or any other candidate. 

McKinney said he had been 
running into a “dead end street’ 
in his efforts to discover how the 
Truman-for-Stevenson rumor got 
started. He said he thought “in- 
ferences were drawn” from a 
meeting Stevenson had with the 
President at Blair House’ several 
months ago. He denied he had 
any part in or knowledge of a 
reported canvass of Democratic 
party leaders which showed senti- 
ment for Stevenson. 

“There is no reason to believe 
the President will smile on any 
candidate” for the nomination at 
the convention, McKinney assert- 
ed, adding that the convention 
would be “free and open,” and 
he thought there would be 10 or 
12 names mentioned on the first 
ballot.

JAN. 27, 1947: LETTER TO J.B. 
MONTGOMERY, DETROIT:

“Frankly, I do not believe that 
the withdrawal of our troops from 
China ‘abandons the Chinese to 
the Communists.’...

This new American policy actually 
releases the Chinese Nationalist 
government to ‘clean out’ the 
armed Chinese Communists. Here- 
tofore, we have been trying to 
force Chiang Kai-shek to take 
these Communists into his coali- 
tion government. Personally, I 
think it is far more hopeful to 
China that we have abandoned 
these pressures because I never 
knew a Communist to enter a 
coalition government for any oth- 
er purpose than to destroy it. But 
I have no illusions about China’s 
future under any prospectus. It 
is the greatest speculation of the 
ages.” 

Saw Errors on China. 

In the next two years, Vanden- 
berg was often concerned with the 
Chinese problem and his main 
conclusion was that the Adminis- 
tration had made grave errors 
that were almost impossible of 
solution in the face of a mounting 
crisis in Europe. After receiving 
through Senator William F. Know- 
land of California a long and 
gloomy report from an expert on 
the Chinese political and finan- 


_ cial situation, he wrote: 


OCT. 21, 1948: LETTER TO WIL- 


LIAM F. KNOWLAND, PIED- 
MONT, CALIF.: 


“I should say that it is impos- 
sible for us to enter the Chinese 
equation on any all-out basis. .. 
If we are to give military aid to 
China . . . it would involve an 
enormous obligation. ... This bur- 
den (of unpredictable size) would 
be superimposed upon what ap- 
pears to be the unavoidable ne- 
cessity of military aid to Western 
Europe. .In other words, this 
raises the fundamental question 
(of which we are all partially con- 
scious) as to the total drain upon 
our own resources which we dare 
contemplate. ... The vital impor- 
tance of saving China cannot be 
exaggerated. But there are lim- 
its to our resources and bound- 
aries to our miracles.” .. 

DEC. 11, 1948: LETTER TO WIL- 

LIAM F. KNOWLAND: 

“I do not know who wrote the 
Marshall ‘directive.’ (The Presi- 
dential directive to Gen. Marshall 
concerning his mission to China 
and his instructions to assist the 
various parties in bringing about 
a coalition government.) But I 
have always understcod (I have 
no dependable authority for this 
statement) that he wrote it him- 
self, Personally I do not believe 
he would have undertaken the 
mission on any other basis.” 


Feb. 4 White House Meeting. 


The Chiang government lost 
ground rapidly early in 1949 and 
a Communist victory became in- 
evitable. On Feb. 4, the Senator 
was invited to an off-the-record 
conference at the White House 
on the following day, to be at- 
tended — according to the tele- 
phoned invitation — by Dean 
Acheson, Senator Connally, Sen- 


ENATOR VANDENBERG was fully aware of the gravity of the 
China problem and of the serious implications raised by the 
spread of Communist influence in Asia, 


ator Barkley, Representative Ea- 
tom and Representative Bloom. 


FEB. 5, 1949: DIARY: 


“This meeting proved to be 
about China where the National- 
ist government ‘(which we sup- 
port) has all but collapsed and is 
now trying to negotiate peace 
terms with the Chinese Commu- 
nists. Under ECA we granted 
$125,000,000 of American military 
aid to Chiang Kai-shek. About 
half has been delivered this past 
year. The other half (about $60,- 
000,000) is now in process of de- 
eae on ships ready to 
sail. 


“The President met us in the 
Cabinet room. He was very seri- 
ous. He said that his National 
Security Council and his military 
advisers. had recommended this 
week that he suspend all export 
licenses on all further shipments 
to the Nationalists because of their 
imminent collapse and, therefore, 
that th.se supplies probably would 
simply fall into the hands of the 
Chinese Communists (or, in the 
event of Chiang’s fall, be sold by 
the Chinese on the black market). 


'He asked our view. Two or three 


of the gentlemen immediately fell 
in with the idea of stopping all 
export licenses forthwith. I kept 
silent until the President asked 
for my view. This is substantial- 
ly what I said: 

What Was Said. 


“Chiang and his Nationalist gov- 
ernment may well be on their 
last legs. They probably will col- 
lapse in the near future. Our 
shipments to them, therefore, 
might well fall into the hands of 
the Northern Chinese Communists 
(as has been the case with Amer- 
ican equipment furnished to eight 
American-trained Nationalist di- 
visions which surrendered with- 
out firing a shot). 

“But there is something here 
vastly more important than what 
happens to $60,000,000 worth of 


supplies. The American govern- 
ment already is charged with a 
large share. of responsibility for 
Chiang’s government’s fate be- 
cause of our previous policies and 


our failure to give it adequate 


military supplies. (This charge is 


only partially justified up to 
date.) But if, at the very moment 
when Chiang’s Nationalists are 
desperately trying to negotiate 
some kind of a peace with the 
Communists, we suspend all mil- 
itary shipments to the National- 
ists, we certainly shall make any 
hope of a negotiated peace impos- 
sible. 


“We shall thus virtually notify 
the Communists that they can 
consider the war ended and them- 
selves as victors. 
withdraw our recognition of the 
Nationalist government. We seal 
China’s doom. Regardless of the 
previous charges that our Amer- 
ican policy has been largely re- 
sponsible for China’s fate, if we 
take this step at this fatefully in- 
ept moment, we shall never be able 
to shake off the charge that WE 
are the ones who gave poor China 


“I beg of you, at the very least, 
to postpone any such decision for 
a few more weeks until the China 
question is settled by China and 
in China and not by the American 
government in Washington. I have 
little or no hope for stopping the 
immediate Communist conquest. 
That is beside the point. I decline 
to be responsible for the last 
push which makes it possible.” 

View Prevailed. 

Vandenberg’s view prevailed, 
JUNE, 1949: LETTER TO HIS 

WIFE: 

~.. “I presume you have been 
reading about the flair-up in the 
Senate over our China policy. I 
had to get into it—couldn’t stave 
it off any longer. But I hate to 
have any part of it because I dis- 
like to say anything, however in- 
directly, which reflects on any- 
thing George Marshall ever did. 
But he was wrong in China.” 

Vandenberg’s health was failing 
rapidly when the Korean War 
began but his letters showed that 
he strongly approved of the de- 
cision to meet the Communist 
challenge, although he felt that 
firmer action—or wiser action— 
at an earlier date might have 
avoided the attack on South 
Korea,

This power to check inflation 
was well correlated under Stabi- 
lizer Johnston, but when Johnston 
bowed out, here is what happened 
in regard to steel. 


Actually, Wilson, Wage Chair- 
man Feinsinger, and new Eco- 
nomic Stabilizer Putnam had 
agreed in advance that steelwork- 
ers were entitled to a total 16- 
cent package increase, including 
holidays and fringe benefits. 
Union leaders knew this, which 
was why one top CIO leader, on 
hearing that the wage board re- 
ported a 26-cent hourly package, 
remarked: “That’s not a _ pack- 
age. That’s a carload!” 


The day before this 26-cent rec- 
ommendation was announced, 
Wilson, Feinsinger and Putnam 
had met, and Feinsinger had re- 
ported it Would be a 27-cents-an- 
hour total pay and fringe benefits 
hike.

Bose the first thing Truman 
told him was: “This wage in- 
crease is too high.” 

Acting in this, Wilson later an- 
nounced that the wage increase 
was too high, whereupon CIO 
Chief Phil Murray, in a rage, 
refused to meet with Wilson, in- 
stead phoned Key West, accord- 
ing to associates practically 
“jumping down the President’s 
throat.” 


A few days later, the President 
went back to Washington. 

In the interim, the following 
snarled-up events had happened: 

(1) Wilson had told the steel 
industry privately that the wage 
increase was too high, while tell- 
ing the public that a wage in- 
crease must be tied to a price 
increase; (2) his irate stabilizer, 
Putnam, had got his back up 
against any price increase at all: 
and (3) his price chief, Ellis 
Arnall, who had scarcely been 
consulted, was equally, if not 
more, opposed to a price increase. 


The President called in all 
three men, plus his assistant, 
John Steelman. As they entered 
the room, he gave Wilson a nasty 
look and remarked: “I thought 
you were a poker player.” 


The President then proceeded 
to bawl out Wilson for having 
let the steél industry know he 
would increase prices without 
bargaining first. He also told 
Wilson to call in the steel com- 
panies and reverse himself. 

Red in the face, Wilson said: 
“TIT am not going to do it.” 

It was about as flat a statement 
as you make to a President of 
the United States. Later that 
day, Wilson resigned. 


The Russians are not only an- 
nouncing grandiose, attractive 
foreign trade plans, but are will- 
ing to consider almost any kind 
of deal—large or small, 

The most important event of 
the conference thus far was the 
revelation Saturday by the presi- 
dent of Russia’s Chamber of 
Commerce, N. V. Nesterov, of So- 
viet foreign trade plans which 
would involve radical changes in 
trading methods. The Western ob- 
servers consider Nesterov’s speech 
deserves careful study as one of 
the most important policy state- 
ments to come from the Soviet 
Union in several years. 

Nesterov said Russia now is 
prepared to take payment for 
goods delivered in local curren- 
cies to be spent in the country of 
origin. Russia is willing to chan- 
nel credit arrangements through 
respective national banks, he said. 
To underdeveloped countries he 
offered sales of equipment and 
technical aid, 

Nesterov’s program, obviously 
given with Government approval, 
showed most careful planning. In 
each case he picked out the weak 
points in the economies of other 
nations and suggested that trade 
with the Soviet Union and its al- 
lies would be a way out of such 
difficulties. 

At the same time, he made it 
clear'that capitalist countries must 
abolish their restrictions on trade 
with the East—in other words, end 
the trade blockade on China, Rus- 
sia and the eastern European 
countries allied with them. 

British merchants attending the 
conference said they have talked 
shop with (Communist) Chinese 
delegates and found them eager 
to trade with Britain. 

“It is quite clear,” a British 
statement said, “that these people 
(the Chinese) didn’t come here to 
engage in propaganda or shoot 
off hot air, but to do business.” 

Several British delegates plan 
to go to Peiping after the Moscow 
parley to continue trade talks.

HE STORY of 1952 in Israel is the story of an industrial revo- 
lution, The tempo of the land is changing; its character is 
Instead of the old, predominantly agricultural 


Palestine, a new, industrial land is emerging. 


I had returned to Israel this 
year with apprehension. It was 
my sixth trip in six years, and 
though in other years there had 
been war and bloodshed and po- 
litical turmoil, I had never heard 
such forebodings of disaster. 

The picture, I found, was far 
too gloomy, The short-range pic- 
ture of immediate living is gray, 
but the long-range picture is 
shining. 

Food is bad, the queues are 
longer than last year’s, the stand- 
ard of living has dropped, the 
economy is shaky as impofts far 
outweigh exports in Israel’s dollar 
dilemma, thousands of new immi- 
grants are still ill-fed, ill-clothed, 
ill-housed. 

Ore Discoveries. 


But on the -ositive side, Israel 
is discovering encouraging depos- 
its of raw materials, some of them 
known in the days of King Solo- 
mon, but almost untouched since 
then. 

“I trust my Bible,” Prime Min- 
ister David Ben-Gurion told me. 
“It says there is iron in the moun- 
tains and copper in the rocks.” 

Geologists have found the iron 
ore, the copper, manganese, peat, 
phosphates for fertilizer, mica for 
lamp bulbs, kaolin and sand for 
ceramics and the glass industry. 

Some of this natural wealth, un- 


dreamed of a few years ago, fed | 


to the industries, is already flow- 
ing out of the country in exchange 
for hard dollars to stabilize the 
economy. 

The search for black gold con- 
tinues. If oil is found—and recent 
geological reports have been en- 
couraging —Israel’s whole _ eco- 
nomic crisis will evaporate. 

New Industries. 

The industrial changes in one 
year have revolutionized the coun- 
try. The small, almost sentimental 
workshops built by the “dreamers 
of Zion” have given way to big- 
time industry. Kaiser-Frazer is 
turning out eighteen cars a day, 
Jerusalem Shoe Corporation 1600 
pairs of shoes a day. Orlogin 
Watch Factory 200 wrist watches 


and 150 alarm clocks a day, and | 


Middle East Tube Co. eighty tons 
of steel pipe a day. 

Old established industries, like 
textiles, diamonds and _ citrus 
products, have received a shot in 
the arm. 

And Fertilizers & Chemicals, 
Ltd., is setting up a basic chemi- 
cal industry that promises to be- 


come the du Pont of the Middle 
East. 


As I had done each year, I 
walked and drove and flew across 
the country from the Syrian and 
Lebanese borders in the north to 
the Gulf of Aqaba in the south to 
see this country whole. It was an 
incredible sight. 


Around the cities—Haifa, Nae 
thanya, Tel Aviv, Jerusalem— 
sprawling suburbs of concrete 
houses had been poured overs 
night. New towns were mush- 
rooming in the Galilee on the 
fringe of the Huleh swamp. Some 
3000 families are to be settled 
here. 

The American Lowdermilk plan 
to take wasted water from the 
north down to the thirsty Negev 
was emerging from the engineers’ 
blueprints. Huge concrete pipes, 
built by new immigrants in the 
$3,000,000 Yuval Gad factory in 
the Negev, now lay acrcess the 
sand dunes, soon to carry water 
from the Yarkon River at Ras El 
Ain above Tel Aviv down the 
northern Negev to Kibbutz Shuval 
in the desert. 

Money Raised in U.S, 

Many of the new industries and 
natural resources are being devel- 
oped with money from the $500,- 
000,000 Israel Bond issue now be- 


ing floated in the United States. 


In the heavily industrialized 
Haifa Bay horseshoe, we visited 


the Kaiser-Frazer assembly plant, 


where 300 workmen were weld- 
ing, spraying, riveting in a plant 
that looked like Detroit-on-the- 
Mediterranean. 

Kaiser-Frazer, in this, its first 
year of production, with 70 per 
cent of its workers newcomers 
from twenty-seven countries, was 
already exporting cars to France, 
Turkey, Finland, Sweden, Norway 
and East African countries. Most 
of the cars are for export, of 
course, to meet the dollar dilem- 
ma. But thus far they have been 
used largely for barter; in ex- 
change, Israel receives crucially

Washington Holds the Key 


The Government’s eleventh-hour efforts to 
avert a steel strike are being applied in New 
York, but the key to their success or failure still 
lies in Washington. 

The mediation of Nathan Feinsinger, chairman 
of the Wage Stabilization Board, necessarily rests 
on the assumption that some compromise is pos- 
sible between the union and the industry. 

But a compromise by the union, in the sense 
of accepting a lesser wage settlement than that 
recommended by the WSB, has been made vir- 
tually impossible by the Government’s hearty 
support of the WSB proposal. In the interest 
of averting a strike the union ought to compro- 
mise on wages, but so long as the White House 
backs the WSB award there is little reason to 
expect that it will. | 

When it seeks a compromise in New York, then, 
the Government is in effect asking that the in- 
dustry do the compromising. But it has been 
clear all along that the industry would not accept 
the WSB proposal without a greater price in- 
crease than the Government has been willing to 
grant. The key to the whole situation is whether 
or not. the Government itself is willing to com- 
promise on the price front. 

Had the wage line been firmly held most peo- 
ple would heartily support the Government’s 
present firmness on prices. But since the Gov- 
ernment has permitted itself to become involved 
in breaking the wage line it should now com- 
promise on prices as well. 

The nation cannot afford a prolonged paralysis 
of the steel industry at this time. The Govern- 
ment tacitly admits this when it talks of seizing 
the industry or of seeking a Taft-Hartley Act 
injunction. Either one of these’ remedies would 
set in motion waves of bitterness which might 
be almost as damaging as a strike. 

The best way out lies through a compromise 
settlement, and if there is to be a compromise 
the Government will have to lead the way. 
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For Eisenhower—and McCarthy! 


Gov. Kohler of Wisconsin has come out for 
Gen. Eisenhower for the Republican nomination 
for President. Says the Wisconsin Republican 
executive: “I think Gen. Eisenhower best meets 
the exacting requirements of the presidency.” 


This is the same Gov. Kohler who was urged 
by many Wisconsin Republicans to run against 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy in the Republican 
senatorial primary this year. After being heavily 
pressed, he chose not to do it in the interest 
of party “harmony,” etc. This Is of a piece with 
the recent indorsement here in St. Louis of Sen- 
ator Kem of Missouri by Senator Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts, a strong Eisenhower supporter. 

Is the Republican campaign for Gen. Eisen- 
hower a serious campaign, based on an honest 
belief in the great military leader’s views on 
foreign affairs? Or do his backers only want to 
win for the Republican party and so support him 
because they think they see a winner in him? 


If the Eisenhower backers nominate their nota- 
ble choice mext July, and at the same time 
participate in or agree to the renomination of the 
Kems, Jenners, McCarthys, Cains and Malones, 
they will set up for next November the most 
transparent, if not the biggest, paradox in the 
history of American politics. 
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Money-Maker for National City 

National City Lines of Chicago has again 
shown itself to be a gilt-edged holding company 
and its fattest holding is the St. Louis Public 
Service Co. 

Richard G. Baumhoff reports that National 
City’s earning on its investment here last year 
amounted to nearly 46 per cent. This was pos- 
sible, of course, because National City got con- 
trol of Public Service at bargain prices. The 
Chicago firm owns 44 other transit companies 
in whole or in part. Gross revenue from the St. 
Louis company was between a fifth and a fourth 
of the total revenue of all 45 firms. 

During 1951, when many businesses faced re- 
duced earnings because of higher taxes and 
rising costs, National City actually managed to 
increase its net income slightly per share of 
stock. E. Roy Fitzgerald, National City’s presi- 
dent, explained why this was so. “This revenue 
increase,” he said, “was due primarily to fare 
increases.” He added that since March 15, 1951, 
“the company obtained permission to increase 
fares charged by 26 of its subsidiaries.” 

The chief point of interest here is not that 
National City is making a good profit out of St. 
Louis, but that its profitable position seems 
almost automatic. Its transit properties can get 
fare increases from the state regulatory bodies 
to hold a reasonable profit rate. 

This is fine for National City, but it leaves a 
grave problem for a community which depends 
on a transit system. Constant fare increases 
and cuts in service threaten to erode mass trans- 
portation. The question still for.St. Louis to 
decide is how to protect itself.

Ilinois Comes Up to Bat 


A total vote of 2,000,000: is expected in the 
Illinois primary ‘Tuesday. and in the. eyes of the 
country the matters of chief interest will be the 
proportionate shares in the Republican presi- 
dential contest of Senator Taft of Ohio, former 
Gov. Stassen and Gen. Eisenhower. _ 

The names of Taft and Stassen are on the 
ballot. That of Gen. Eisenhower will have to 
be written in by any who wish to give him their 
preference vote. In some counties this will be 
relatively easy since their ballots’ leave room 
enough between groups of candidates for each 
office for the voter to write in an unlisted name. 

In other counties, and these include Madison 
and St. Clair, the ballot is cramped. In those 
areas the voter will need to be careful when 
he writes in a name, so as to avoid the risk of 
spoiling his ballot. The name, the box and an 
X in the box are all parts of a proper write-in. 

Votes for Taft of course will be votes for Taft 
only. Those for Stassen will be in part for him 
and in part for Gen. Eisenhower, as the former 
Governor of Minnesota has made plain in his 
recent campaigning. He and the Ohio Senator 
toured Illinois from top to bottom. They beat 
the bushes in the area opposite St. Louis as last 
week ended. Gen. Eisenhower’s supporters, un- 
certain at first about a write-in campaign, have 
stepped up their efforts. East St. Louis is a 
center of intensive Eisenhower activity. 

With only one contest for nomination for ma- 
jor state office on the Democratic ticket—that 
for Attorney General in which Ivan A, Elliott 
deserves and should receive renomination—there 
is a chance that some Democratic voters will take 
Republican ballots to participate in the presi- 
dential primary. There are no important fore- 
casts on the Eisenhower write-in. If it is not 
large that will not necessarily be significant. 
But if it is large it could be the beginning of 
the end of the Taft candidacy. 
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Budget Cuts—for Now 

Some substantial cuts in the federal budget 
are beginning to appear in the House. They may 
disappear later, as budget cuts have a way of 
doing, but for the present, with March 15 still 
a vivid memory, the widespread public discon- 
tent with high taxes is reflecting itself in action 
on appropriations. 

The House cut the State Department 32 per 
cent, taking the biggest bite out of funds for the 
Voice of Ameriea, to bring its total budget re- 
ductions so far above 1.5 billion dollars. 

Even more spectacular was the decision of 
the House Appropriations Committee to bring 
in a military budget reduced by more than four 
billion dollars from the Administration request. 
Sentiment in the committee indicated that an- 
other 1.5-billion cut will be strongly supported 
on the floor. 

Congress must proceed with caution. Blind, 
meat-ax budget cuts could seriously injure the 
defense program. But apparently the day has 
gone by when Pentagon leaders could get all the 
funds they wanted just by asking. After the evi- 
dence that has come out of wastefulness in some 
branches of the defense effort, Congress evi- 
dently feels, and the public probably agrees, 
that the military services can take a 10 per cent 
reduction without harming their effectiveness. 

The Senate may disagree. If the military serv- 
ices have a good case, they will have full oppor- 
tunity to present it there as they presented it in 
the House. 
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F India and Stalin’s Olive Branch 


India’s Ambassador to Moscow has again 
stepped forward as a possible intermediary be- 
tween East and West. Sir Sarvapalli Radhakrish- 
nan declares that Stalin wants a new meeting of 
the heads of state of the major nations. 

Of course, this is not the first time that Stalin 
has talked of such a meeting, and it is not the 
first time that he has used India’s representa- 
tive to extend the olive branch. The question 
is: What is behind the Communist gesture? 

Russia’s proposal to sanction the reunifica- 
tion of Germany, her recent offer to trade with 
the West, and reports of a more hopeful attitude 
in the Korean peace negotiations all raise the 
possibility that the Russian words may somehow 
be more than propaganda. But does this betoken 
a fundamental change in the outlook of the 
Kremlin, or is it quite frankly a recognition of 
the increasing strength of the ’West? In the 
case of Germany, for example, a neutral Reich 
would seem more to the Russians’ advantage than 
a Western Germany integrated in the Western 
defense system. 

Even so, all Russian overtures should te ex- 
plored. Even an armed truce is better than war. 
That' a new arrangement will be worked out at 
a meeting as suggested by Stalin seems unlikely. 
President Truman has long been less than luke- 
warm to such a gathering. But other diplomatic 
channels. remain open.

The 1941 agreement between the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Canada, 
providing for joint construction of a navi- 
gable waterway that would connect the 
Port of Montreal with the Great Lakes 
cities and also develop the International 
Rapids in northern New York, has never 
been ratified. 


But now something new has been added. 
Canada, growing rich on the rearmament 
boom, has suddenly announced that it will 
complete the Seaway itself—whether this 
country enters the 
partnership or not. 

This. sensational 
announcement has 
acted like a bomb- 
shell in Congress, 
and hardly a day 
goes by but Senators 
and Representatives 
hotly urge the United 
States to ratify the 
1941 agreement or 
passionately de- 
nounce it. 

Behind Canada’s 
action lie two im- 
portant facts: First, 
there is a shortage 
of power in the St. Lawrence valley which 
can be adequately satisfied only by har- 
nessing the huge quantity of water that 
flows down the picturesque rapids facing 
northern New. York. 

Secondly, the opening up of the great 
fron mines on the Quebec-Labrador border 
and the building of a railroad, 350 miles 
long, to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, of- 
fer plenty of potential cargo for ships that 
would use the projected Seaway.

Even the California State Chamber of 
Commerce has taken a stand against it, on 
the assumption that anything which would 
benefit the economies of the Great Lakes 
and New York region would be detrimen- 
tal to the great State of California. 


Typical of the spokesmen against the 
Seaway is Representative Charles A. Wol- 
verton of New Jersey. He told his fellow 
Congressmen the project “challenges the 
future development of existing ports along 
the Atlantic coast.” 


Another potent argument against the 
project—its enormous cost. Congressman 
Wolverton hammered home the point that 
taxpayers in general would resent 


such a tremendous burden of expense 
as a project of this character requires, 
Granting that the construction of the 
St. Lawrence Seaway would prove 
beneficial to a limited portion of our 
country, yet an overwhelming benefit

As Children Grow Up 


UNDERSTANDING YOUR CHILD, by James L. Hymes 

Jr. (Prentice Hall, Inc., 188 pgs., $2.95.) 

Though -it is written with too many 
exclamation points, “Understanding Your 
Child” is an excellent introduction to the 
findings of recent research on children. 
The book is divided into four parts, each 
devoted. to.a basic idea. The first is that 
children grow up because they want to, 
because they can’t help it. They need not 
be urged to learn to walk, to dress them- 
selves, to ask questions, to ride a bike, to 
drive a car, to stay up later—all these 
urges come from within, often before the 
parents think the child is ready, unless 
there is something radically wrong. And 
they will practice any skill in which they 
are interested (walking on walls, reading 
all the signboards) with a tenacity which 
we do not always reward with praise. 

Some growth which is required of them 
does not appeal to them directly (toilet- 
training, controlling emotions) but they 
learn these things because they want to 

please adults and to 

be like them, unless 
they have received 

so little approval 
and love that they 
do not want to try. 
However, they do 
not grow steadily, 
improving all the 
time. Sometimes 
they stop, sometimes

End of Southern Revolt. 


These culminated finally, as we 
know, in the Truman civil rights 
program that caused the explo- 
sion and the 1948 walkout of 
Southern delegations and _ the 
subsequent Dixiecrat independ- 
ent movement.

Privately they are discussing and 
assessing the possibilities, point- 
ing out a truism, which is that 
the Democratic party can win 
elections only as a national pro- 
gressive party, not a_ sectional 


arty. 

They don’t want to go back to 
the era of the 1920’s when the 
South was a powerful influence 
in a party that never won elec- 
tions, offering a choice, as Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt once put it, be- 
tween Tweedledum and Tweedle- 
dee. 

Progressives recognize their di- 
lemma and are seeking to concen- 
trate about some candidate before 
the South effects alliances that 
will weaken their own position. 
The man who most nearly fits the 
pattern, as they see it, is Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson of Illinois, a pro- 
gressive but of the moderate type 
acceptable to the South, and stra- 
tegically located in a key Mid- 
western state so that he would be 
acceptable to the Northern and 
Western wings of the party. 


Kefauver’s Opponents. 


Senator Estes Kefauver of Ten- 
nessee has many admirers among 
progressives, but they fear the 
chilly attitude of Southern lead- 
ers and big-city machines toward 
him as a presidential candidate. 
They would like to see him as 
vice-presidential candidate with 
Gov. Stevenson, and that might 
be possible. 

However, if the Southerners de- 
velop unusual strength, the 
North-South compromise might 
have to be with Senator Russell, 
who will command a sizable bloc 
of delegates. 

His promoters, of course, are 
aiming at the top place for him, 
but with the recent record of the 
party and the reason for its vote 
appeal nobody believes that a 
ticket headed by him could win. 


FIRST LONG LINE TV 
SHOW 25 YEARS AGO; 
HOOVER THE STAR

NEW YORK, April 7 (UP) — 
The first long distance simul- 


taneous transmission of a tele- 
vision performance was made 25 
years ago today with Herbert 
Hoover as the star. 

The former President, then 
Secretary of Commerce, spoke 
from Washington. He was seen 
and heard by an audience of 50 
scientists and newspaper men at 
the offices of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co. in New 
York. 

It was the first public demon- 
stration of simultaneous trans- 
mission over a long distance of 
a man’s voice. and image. The 
telecast was made over telephone 
wire facilities of the A. T. & T.’s 
long lines department. 

This forerunner of today’s TV 
was the result of research and 
development at the Bell Tele- 
phone laboratories in Whippany, 


N.J. 

By 1928, with the develop- 
ment of large dimension apparatus 
with great light-gathering power, 
experimental outdoor scenes were 
televised. In 1929 crude color 
TV—by a three-color, three- 
channel method — was being 
shown. In that same year Bell 
Telephone applied for the orig- 
inal patent on a new type of 
cable—‘‘coaxial.”

Museum Reception Tonight Tops Season’s 
Openings — Display as Bizarre and 
Diversified as a Circus.

Arrangement of “St. Louis Col- 
lects,” largest exhibition organ- 
ized by the City Art Museum 
since the “‘Mississippi Panorama” 
of 1949, was completed today in 
three main-floor galleries. One 
hundred and ninety-five objects, 
as diversified and bizarre as the 
acts of a circus, are in place for 
tonight’s reception at 8 o'clock, 
the season’s most important open- 
ing. 

Showmanship for which the St. 
Louis museum is famou;3 is ap- 
parent from the two big, brilliant 
eye-smiting American  abstrac- 
tions which fill the role cf barker 
outside the main tent (Gallery 32) 
to the menagerie of miniature 
animal sculptures in lighted cases 
in the side show (Gallery 19). 

A highlight of this Tom Thumb 
museum is a charmingly stylized 
500-year-old golden Inca Ilama 
less than two and one-half inches 
in height. 

Other unexpected vest-pocket 
art includes a toy-like Roman 
charioteer, Egyptian and Indian 
gods and goddesses, Chinese lions 
and water buffalo, Hercules in 
action and a Gallic sculptor’s fig- 
ure of Hypnos, the divinity of 
sleep that Gaul inherited from 


Greece by way of Rome. The gra- | 4 


cious god is shown dispensing 
drowsy sirups from his cornuco- 
pia. 

Significance of ‘Circus Rider.’ 


“Circus Rider,” by Ernst Kirch- 
ner, nearly seven feet high, is 
not merely the show’s tallest at- 
traction. It is significant because 
it symbolizes the newest major 
trend in St. Louis collecting—a 
taste for German expressionism 
that already rivals the longer 
established connoisseurship in 
modern School-of-Paris painting. 

In this recent development the 
leading artist is the late Max 
Beckmann. The noted former 
Washington University teacher is 
represented in private collections 
here by 32 works, of which Mu- 
seum Director Perry T. Rathbone 
has chosen six for display. 

Beckmann’s ‘‘Fisherwomen,” win- 
ner of the Carnegie’s first prize, 
appropriately occupies the posi- 
tion of honor, facing persons en- 
tering the main gallery. The 
large Kirchner, centered on one 
Side wall, is balanced by “‘Temp- 
tation,” a monumental and magi- 
cally appealing early painting by 
the Russian Marc Chagall. 

Callery’s Candelabra. 

Standing like a candelabra in 
the center, its horizontal limbs 
and heads seeming to point to 
these great paintings, is ‘“Pyra- 
mid,” a composition of gymnasts’ 
elongated figures, by Mary Cal- 
lery, noted American sculptor. 

Other major examples of mod- 
ern painting and sculpture fill up 
the rest of Gallery 32. These in- 
clude recently acquired works by 
Jacques Lipchitz, Polish-born 
sculptor; Robert Motherwell,

OPEN SCHOL BOARD. 
WEETGS URGED 


Head of Time, Inc., Says 
Press and Public Should 
Take Part. 


BOSTON, April 7 (AP)—Roy E. 
Larsen, magazine publisher, says 
“We must have school board 
meetings open to citizens’ com- 


|mittees and to the press if. we 


are to win the fight for the pub- 
lic school.” ° 

Speaking at the regional con- 
vention of the American Associa- 
tion of School Administrators last 
night, Larsen, president of Time, 
Ine., said: “I am happy to say 
that the tendency of school 
boards to exclude citizens and the 
press from their deliberations is 
decreasing.” 

This, plus increased citizen 
activity, business support and un- 
derstanding by the press are 
factors helping win the fight for 
better schools, he added. 

Larsen, who is chairman of the 
National Citizens Commission for 
Public Schools, told 5000 school 
executives and educators: 

“You placed your bets on the 
basic intelligence and good sense 
of the American citizen. I hope 
you agree with me that your con- 
fidence is being justified.” 

He said that citizens commit- 
tees have been instrumental in 
getting approval for new school 
programs, 

Citizens committees, he said, 
have proved to be of “incalcu- 
lable aid in spreading understand- 
ing” at a time “when so many 
of our schools are under attack.” 
“They have helped make school 
systems better,” he added “and 
have gone far beyond what is 
usually considered the province of 
such a group.” 

A greater partnership between 
the communities and the schools 
to provide educators with ideas to 
benefit the pupils was urged by 
Kenneth E. Oberholtzer, presi- 
dent of A.A.S.A. Oberholtzer is 
superintendent of schools in Den- 
ver. 

At another dinner meeting, Dr. 
J. R. Butler, dean of Boston Uni- 
versity’s college of general educa- 
tion, said American college and 
university curricula now are un- 
dergoing the most radical changes 
in 75 years, as educators seek to 
broaden the students’ general 
knowledge and trim down spe- 
cialization.

Eisenhower, whose report appears 
to have been substantially com- 
pleted before March 10, says that 
the “consolidation of military ele- 
ments . .. from Western Gere 
many” into N.A.T.O. “would be a 
long step toward the unification 
of Europe,” he was writing in 
terms of the situation as it was 
conceived to be in the Western 
capitals prior to the Soviet pro- 
posal about Germany. 

This proposal has driven the 
Germans, and it will drive us as

The stock market lost fractions to 
around two points today as last- 
minute. efforts to stave off a 
nationwide steel strike showed 
little progress. 

Some issues pulled up from 
their low points of the day in late | 
trading but few were able wholly | 
to shake off their declines. 

Walkouts and threats of strikes 
were the majors factors in the 
falling market: ) 

Steels, rails and automobile 
stocks were under the most pres- 
sure but the decline extended 
throughout the list: 

The volume ran to 1,230,000 
shares, a litlte ymprovement over 
the 1,190,000 of the previous full 
session last Friday. 

The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks closed down .8 of a 
point at 101.1. The industrial 
index lost a full point and rail 
index fell 1.1 pounds. 

Of 1097 issues traded, 686 
closed down, 180 higher, 231 un- 
changed. 

The most discussed single mar- 
ket factor was the threat of a 
strike in the stratetgic steel in- 
dustry, set for midnight tomor- 
row. 

Little progress was reported 
from last minute efforts to stave 
off the walkout but the sessions | 
continued. 

The big steel companies began 
cooling their furnaces in prepa- 
ration for the shutdown and pro- 
duction was curtailed at the com- 
pany-controlled coal mines. 

A shutdown in the baic steel 
industry would be felt in many 
other segments of the economy 
which depend upon steel. 

But steel wasn’t the only de- |ARS 
pressing influence. Western 
Union’s strike continued and CIO 
Communications Workers were 
out at Western Electric Co. plants 
and there were separate disputes 
at Bell Telephone systems in five 
states. 

Under these pressures, United 
States Steel, Bethlehem, Republic 
and Youngstown all lost frac- 
tions. 

In the rail group, Atlantic 
Coast Line, Northern Pacific and 
Santa Fe were down around two 
points at times. 

In the mining group there was 
a sudden demand for Benguet 
with a block of 30,000 shares sell- 
ing at a price ‘unchanged from 
the previous close.

Perhaps the greatest open ses- 
ame to Israel’s future is-Fertiliz- 
ers & Chemicals, Ltd., its huge 
sulphur boilers and giant steel 
Hanes looking like some prehis- 
toric animal against Haifa’s blue 
sky. Its managing director, Al- 
exander Goldberg, a dark-haired 
chemical engineer in his 40s who 
left his native England three 
years ago and has now become an 
Israel citizen, took us through. 


“One of the reasons for the 
success of this kind of plant,” he 
said, “is that Israel is one of the 
rare countries in the world that 
has all the necessary products for 
a basic chemical industry within 
its own borders. 


“In order to give a plant like 
this all the food it needs, you 
must give it phosphate, potash 
and nitrogen. Here nitrogen is 
in the air. We get the phosphate 
from our own mines in the Negev 
in the Makhtesh Hagodol, the 
‘Great Canyon’ of Israel, and 
bring it out on trucks. We esti- 
mate there are 100,000,000 tons of 
phosphates in the Negev, or about 
600 years’ supply. We get the 
potash from the Dead Sea; the 
old potash corporation is a share- 
holder in our firm. The only raw 
material we have to import is py- 
rites, which we get from Greece 
and Cyprus, countries that are 
right on our doorstep. 


“By next year we should be the 
; | biggest currency saver and earner 
in the country, and the largest 
industrial enterprise outside’ the 
oil refineries. All kinds of sub- 
sidiary enterprises are already 
growing up around us. 


“With these ancillary indus- 
tries, our development program 
envisages that in 10 years we 
ought to be able to save the coun- 
try some £14,000,000 in yearly 
imports, or about $39,000,000.” 


Since Israel’s entire industrial 
development today is based on 
ajnarrowing the gap between im- 
ports and exports and balancing 
the economy, each new project 
must either save dollars or earn 
dollars.

Learning to Spell 


‘By Angelo Patri 


LOWLY, new and better ways of teaching make their way 
S into the schools, and too often against opposition from the 

very people who should be cheering for them and sustain- 
ing the teachers. 

_ “Katherine does not know her phonic lists. I tried her 
out last night and’she said her teacher did not do it that way. 
Now when I went to school we learned to spell out of a 
spelling book. We began at the beginning and spelled right 
through the book, even through the list of diseases.” 

x = = 

KATHERINE is in the first half of the third year and 
her mother was expecting her to recite “At,” “Bat,” “Cat,” 
etc., down the alphabet and then to use those syllables in 
learning to spell, orally, a list of words in a speller. 

The teacher was not teaching that way. In her class the 
children based their spelling on the story they were writing 
and the story had to do with a central idea, the helpful people 
in the community like the police, the firemen, the doctor, 
nurse and sanitation men. 

The teacher noted the words they asked for, listed them 
on the board, then, at another time, had the children list the 
words they used in a book. Next they pasted a picture along- 
side the word to make its meaning clear, and also to fix its 
form in their minds. That was their dictionary, alphabetically 
arranged, and they used it when needed. 

Very little oral spelling; very little drill on spelling. “So 
how can they learn to spell?” demanded Katherine’s mother. 
The same way and the best way, at that, that they learn other 
things: by using spelling in their work. By knowing they 
need to spell. Spelling means writing symbols and oral spell- 
ing helps very little.

THE PLACE OF THE DICTIONARY in the use of lan- 
guage is highly important. The notebook the beginners make, 
calling it their dictionary, is the best possible place to begin. 
As they grow in understanding and power, they take hold of 
a pupil’s dictionary. The habit formed, they go eventually 
to the unabridged edition. 

There are many ways of teaching a child spelling. Today 
we base it on use. Why teach a child to spell a list of names 
of diseases, or scientific terms for which, at the time, they 
have no need? Let usage decide. And trust the teacher. 
After all, she is trained for her profession.

How It Started

“TO BOOT’—More than you are 
entitled to. 
éé HIS is the amount that is 
T coming to you,” you may 
say to someone you are 
paying off, “and here is a little 
more to boot.” This is the fairly 
common usage of the phrase, and 
one of our readers now points up 
one less common, namely its ap- 
plication in a “swap and to boot 
party” to be given by the women 
of her church. Her request is for 
the origin of “to boot,” and it 
brings up a really interesting ex- 
ample of the workings of our 
common tongue. 

“To boot” may sound like 
slang, but it is time-honored, or- 
thodox English. It has nothing to 
do with “boot” as footwear, origi- 
nating far to the north of the 
latter's Latin beginnings, in the 
Teutonic lands of our Gothic past. 
It was a common Teutonic word 
out of which came the Old Eng- 
lish “bot” which was a good or 
advantage. To rescue this word 
from its obsolescence, one need 
seek out no obscure tomes, but 
refer merely to Robert Southey, 
the poet writing into the middle 
of the nineteenth century, and 
his exclamation, “What boots to 
us your victories?” In other words, 
what good are your victories! And 
his contemporary, Lord Byron, 
wrote: 

“What subdued 
To change like this a mind so far 
imbued 
With scorn of man, is little boots 
to know.” 

This is usage going back to 
English that was old to Chaucer 
and ancient to Shakespeare. 
“Boot” as good had considerable 
scope, even to the point of de- 
noting a remedy. But in its appli- 
cation as advantage you have the 
heart ani core of the word. This 
phrase, to boot, meaning “to the 
good,” into the bargain, is on the 
record as early as the year 1000, 
and in the Middle English of 1330 
it is quite decipherable in an allu- 
sion of one of the old chroniclers 
to “A hundred knyghtes and 4 
hundreth to bote—squieres of 
gode aray”! 

The bridging of boot, as “ad- 
vantage,” into the surviving 
phrase, to boot, as we know it, is 
illustrated by Shakespeare in the 
line, “I’ll give you boot, I'll give 
you 8 for 1”!

Exhaust Fans. 


UR dog has started to shed 
() ana that usually means that 
it’s getting warmer. It will 
continue to get warmer until it 
gets hot and then it will get very 
hot and maybe even much hotter. 


All of which gets us around 
to the subject of exhaust fans. 
These fans are usually referred to 
as attic fans, but as they can also 
be mounted in the basement we 
just call them exhaust fans, 

They make the house more 
comfortable during the hot weath- 
er by pulling the hot air out of 
the house so that the cooler out- 
side air can enter and they make 
you feel more comfortable by 
keeping the air in circulation. 

To be effective, these fans must 
be the right size. The size of a 
fan is determined by the num- 
ber of cubic feet of air it can 
move in a minute. If a fan is 
listed as 5000 CFM that means 


that the fan can move 5000 cubic 
feet of air every minute. 

To find the cubic content of 
your house, multiply the width by 
the height and by the length of 
each room and add them all to- 
gether. 

The next thing to decide is how 
many times in a minute do you 
want the air in your house to be 
changed. 

In the northern states the usual 
rule is to have a fan that will 
change the air once in every three 
minutes. In the warmer states 
they like a fan that will do the 
job in two minutes and in the 
South where it can get pretty 
warm at times they go for a fan 
that will do the job once every 
minute.

They are 
as important as are cakes and 
puddings at Christmas time. The 
typical sweet breads were doubt- 
less considered cakes in early 
days before the advent of baking 
powder. 

No country has finer Easter 
breads than Italy. These are par- 
ticularly rich in butter, with 
plenty of sugar and eggs and usu- 
ally with candied fruit. The 
dough is often colored a brilliant 
yellow with saffron. It is baked 
in many different shapes and de- 
signs and often colored eggs are 
baked into the loaf or a large ring 
may be filled with the colored 
eggs. This is a favorite decora- 
tion for the Easter dinner table. 
Sometimes the “panettone” is 
spread with almond paste and 
garnished with unblanched al- 
monds, 


Fine sweet breads generally a 
little less rich than those of Ital- 
ian origin are typical of Easter 
celebrations in other countries. 
They may be baked in ordinary 
loaf pans or in large round molds. 
Some of them are glazed with egg 
yolk and others are spread with 
a thin layer of frosting after they 
are baked and cooled. This is 
the method used on an English 
cinnamon loaf while for my own 
family recipe of old-time Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch descent, the egg yolk 
gives a rich mahogany color which 
develops during baking. 

A yeast dough is used as a base 
for all of these breads and either 
compressed or the newer type of 
active dry yeast that is fast super- 
seding compressed yeast may be 
used. The variations of the basic 
yeast dough are made by increas- 
ing butter or margarine, the sugar 
and eggs, and by adding dried or 
candied fruit. Hot Cross buns 
are, of course, also made from 
yeast dough that may be varied 
the same way.

Scald milk. Add butter or 
margarine, one-fourth cup sugar 
and salt and stir until blended. 
Sprinkle or crumble yeast into 
water and stir until dissolved. 
Add lukewarm milk mixture. Stir 
in egg, then flour. Turn dough 
onto a ‘lightly floured board. 
Knead. Place dough in greased 
bowl. Brush top lightly with 
melted shortening. Cover with 
clean towel. Let rise in warm 
place, until doubled in bulk, about 
45 minutes. Punch down and 
turn out on lightly floured board. 
Divide dough in half. Roll each 
half into an oblong about 8 by 10 
inches. Brush each lightly with 
melted butter or margarine. Mix 
together one-half cup sugar and 
cinnamon. Sprinkle half of mix- 
ture on each oblong of dough. 
Roll: up ‘each piece tightly cross- 
wise as for jelly roll. Place in 
greased bread pans. Let rise in 
warm place, until doubled in bulk, 
about 65 minutes. Bake in mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees Fahren- 
heit) about 40 minutes. Yield:

T O be imprisoned, you don’t need to be behind bars. You 
can be in a psychological prison—and that’s where Mrs, C. 
thinks she is: 

“My husband and I love each other and enjoy our home 
life, but once in a while I have a longing for my mother, my 
grandchildren or friends. He does not need friends, apparent- 
ly; does not want visitors; does not want to go anywhere or 
do anything. He’s not a mental case—he is efficient on his 
job, but I suppose you would say he is entirely self-sufficient, 
except for me. 

“I'm of a happy disposition and value family ties. I nursed 
his mother and tcok care of his father until they both passed 
away. I'd like to see my mother occasionally, but if I suggest 
it, he thinks I prefer her to my own home arid becomes angry. 
He doesn’t even want me to go out for a drive with neighbors 
in the afternoon. He likes to go to bed early, so he wants no 
visitors in the evening; won’t even have a TV set because he 
says it would bring too much company. 

“He is more than sweet and dear if I am under his nose 
all day long. He praises my housekeeping and cooking and 
loves to see me sitting sewing or reading near him. But Dr. 
Popenoe, I need air, and people and conversation and laughter 
-—if it’s only once a month! Is that too much to ask?”

N June 1950, Gov. Adlai Steven- 
| son of Illinois had his first ma- 

jor appointment rejected by the 
Senate executive committee of his 
state. The appointment was that 
of president of the State Civil 
Service Commission, and Steven- 
son’s secretary, in commenting on 
the rejection, said, “It looks like 
the Governor will have to find a 
new man.” 

The Governor’s “new man” 
turned out to be attractive, 
quietly competent Maude Myers, 
who had started out in Civil Serv- 
ice as a stenographer 25 years 
ago, never dreaming she’d end up 
as head of 32,000 Civil Service 
employes and immediate boss of a 
staff of 70. It turned out to be 
a happy appointment for all con- 
cerned, and especially for Miss 
Myers herself, who already had 
taken over one job _ hitherto 
classified “for men only” and 
couldn’t believe her second stroke 
of good fortune. 

“When the Governor’s secretary 
called me, I supposed he wanted 
to tell me he had someone in 
mind for the job,” she recalls. “It 
never occurred to me that he’d 
consider me. For one thing, I’m 
a Republican, but when I pointed 
that out to him, he said it didn’t 
make any difference. Then I told 
him I didn’t know if I could do 
the job satisfactorily, but he said, 
‘I don’t have any fear about that.’ 
I didn’t even go home to think 
about it. I accepted immediately.” 

The appointment made her the 
first woman president of the com- 
mission in the state’s history, and 
also provided a heartening story 
of hard work rewarded. Not that 
Miss Myers had taken her first 
job in Civil Service with the idea 
of devoting the most energetic 
years of her life to the cause. 
She took it for the simple basic 
stenographic reason that the hours 
were nice and short. 

She had been working for a 
grocery company, her second of- 
fice job since graduating from the 
Virden (Ill.) high school and 
Brown’s Business School in 
Springfield. After two weeks 
there, she received her first offer 
of a state job, in the Public 
Health Department, but turned 
it down because it didn’t seem 
quite fair to leave after such a 
short time. When the next offer 
came, she was more receptive. 

“The main reason,” she admits, 
“is that I had to work until 6 
o'clock every night at the grocery 
company and until 7 on Satur-

days. The hours for the state job 
sounded much easier.”

ficer, but the president of the 
commission felt the executive of- 
ficer should be a man, preferably 
a veteran. Five or six executive 
officers were tried out unsuc- 
cessfully and in between each 
change, Miss Myer was acting ex- 
ecutive officer, doing the work 
and patiently helping to break in 
each new applicant for the job. 


In 1948, one of the series was 
holding the job, when the period- 
ic examination for the position 
was scheduled.

“I 
don’t think because a fellow gets 
his job through patronage that 
he’s no good, or because he gets 
his job through Civil Service that 
he’s perfect. But it certainly in- 
dicates that there should be more 
consideration given to people who 
work for the taxpayer.” 

More job training is one of her 
pet subjects and in Illinois sev- 
eral training programs were in- 
stituted during the war. Greater

Miss Myers feels she’s espe- 
cially fortunate in working for a 
governor who is as friendly to 
Civil Service as is Stevenson. 
Since she was appointed as a Re- 
publican, she feels she must be 
nonpartisan in her enthusiasm, 
and concerning his possible nomi- 
nation to the presidency has only 
one comment: 

“I wish we could keep him in

INTEREST AND excitement can 
be added to any monotone combi- 
nation with a flash of colored 
trim, such as a coral wing on a 
beige hat or yellow posies on a 
gray one. 

You are running a risk when 
you try to match brights or pas- 
tels. A suit and hat of acid green 
may look too much of a good 
thing unless the hat is a mere 
shell on your head. A fragile blue 
in both topper and dress may 
prove too girlie-girlie. For a far 
more subtle accent for such color- 
ful clothes choose a dark or neu- 
tral hat: with the green suit, a 
natural-colored straw would look 
less stagey; with the blue dress 
a shiny black would look less 
precious and more striking.

tive in the slam range. 

Here is a typical case from an 
all-expert rubber game at & 
prominent New York club.

A glance at the deal reveals 
that South made 12 tricks without 
the slightest difficulty, and then 
the postmortem got under way. 

North argued that, having 
jumped to two no-trump on the 
second round, then having cue- 
bid spades, he could do no more. 
He said that he had had to fear 
that there might be two quick 
heart tricks off the combined 
hands. He conceded that South 
was marked with at least one 
king outside of the diamond suit, 
but suppose that king had been 
in clubs? Besides, he argued, a 
slam contract might well have 
failed if the trumps had been 
divided less favorably. 

The foregoing argument is typi- 
cal of experts’ postmortems. The 
most elaborate reasoning is ad- 
duced to explain why a slam was 
not bid, and rebuttals are char- 
acterized as “sheer optimism.” 

The plain fact is that six dia- 
monds was an excellent contract 
and that it should have been 
reached. South’s leap to four 
diamonds was the key bid. The 
mere fact that he was by-passing 
the three no-trump level was 
highly significant, and the further 
fact that he had not bid three 
clubs over two no-trump, as he 
so well might have done if he 
held the club king, to build the 
hands up, was a strong hint that 
his outside value propably lay in 
the heart department. North 
should have carried on to the 
slam.

HYDE PARK. 
CANNOT help being a little 
sad over what occurred in 

Washington in regard to New- 
bold Morris and Attorney Gen- 
eral McGrath. I have com- 
plete confidence in Morris’ 
personal integrity and I am 
sure, had be been allowed to do 
so, that he would have carried 
out efficiently and well the job 
the President gave him. 

The accusations made against 
his firm do not, I think, have 
any bearing on his personal 
honesty, though it is possible 
that, as so often happens, he 
should have been more careful 
in watching what was being 
done by those connected with 
him. I knov’, however, that it 
is possible for things which at 
the time seen perfectly proper 
to do, to develop into situations 
which afterward look highly 
questionable. Every man in 
business or in professional life 
has to watch for such situations 
constantly. 
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WHAT DEVELOPED be- 
tween Morris and McGrath, as 
to the procedure to be followed 
in ferreting out wrongdoing, 
seems to me altogether de- 
plorable. It should be possible 
for two men, both equally de- 
termined to uncover wrongdo- 
ing, to agree on the proper 
methods to use. Heat and 
vituperation are never the ways 
in which teamwork is achieved. 

All of us believe in personal 
liberty and fundamental rights 
not only for employes of the 
Federal Government, but for 
all the people. It seems to 
me, however, that where there 
is a question of either loyalty 
or honesty, an investigator is 
entitled to ask any questions 
he thinks pertinent, and one 
should be glad to answer in 
order to establish the facts. 
These answers need not be 
made public unless wrongdoing 
were found. If it were found, 
it should be made public and 
should be looked into carefully. 

* * * 


IT STRIKES ME the Attor- 
ney General is more troubled 
about defending the rights of 
Federal employes, in this par- 
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ticular case, than he has been 
troubled about seeing that 
people accused of disloyalty 
were either cleared or con- 
victed. 

Many people accused by Sen- 
ator McCarthy and the Un- 
American Activities Committee 
have been cleared, yet nobody 
knows what has happened to 
them and they are still often 
under the cloud of: having been 
accused without anything de- 
cisive having been done. This 
seems to me a right that 
should be defended with even 
more vigor than the right for 
whose defense the Attorney 
General is now suffering. 

* * 


THE SAD PART of the whole 
thing is that probably both t.:e 
Attorney General and Morris 
feel they are entirely right and 
that somehow injustice has 
been done both of them. I 
grieve over this, for a little 
calmness and good will might 
have. found methods which 
would have obtained the results 
actually needed to give the ad- 
ministration better standing be- 
fcre the public and therefore 
to clear the good name of 
Democratic officials. 

The results at the moment 
seem to be simply that the 
public will feel these officials 
are unwilling to amswer a 
questionnaire which might 
prove them guilty of misbe- 
havior.
